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V.— SOME DERIVED BASES. 
I. 

IE. kel- AND ITS DERIVATIVES. 

The primary meaning of the root kel- seems to be ' bend, 
incline'. From this come ON. hallr, OE. heald, OHG. hald ' bent 
down, inclined ', halda 'slope, hill-side', base *kol-to- 'bending, 
sloping', OE. hieldan 'bend, incline, bend down, bow', hold 
'gracious, friendly, kind, pleasant; faithful, loyal', Goth. hul\s 
'hold, gnadig', Lat. clemens 'kind, gentle, gracious' (cf. Kauff- 
mann, PBB, XVIII, 143Q, with which compare Skt. gr&ma 
'weariness, exertion', base *klo mo- 'bending, drooping, sinking', 
gramyati 'become weary', grdmayati 'overcome, overpower', 
Dan. helme 'nachlassen, aufhbren'. 

To kel- 'bend' we may refer OE. helor,heolor 'balance, scales', 
heolorian, holrian 'weigh '. Compare Gk. kKIvco rdXaira 'turn the 
scales '. 

The meaning 'bend, turn' is prominent in Lith. szalis 'side, 
region', szalbiis 'lateral', szalineju 'wander about', szale 'by the 
side of. With these have been compared ON. half a 'side, 
region, province', OE. heal/' side, half, part, party', Goth, halda 
' side, half, halbs, etc., base *kol-bho-. (So among others Grien- 
berger, Got. Wortkunde 107 f.) Here also, from a base *klengo-, 
may belong OE. Mine 'slope, hill', hlence, ON. hlekkr 'link', 
OHG. hlanca 'loin, hip, flank', MHG. link 'left', lenken 'bend, 
turn ', gelenke, etc. OE. hlanc ' lean, lank ', with which compare 
Goth, halks 'gering, arm, diirftig'. Compare OE. liltan 'bend, 
turn': tytel 'little, small', OHG. luszil, luzlg ' klein, elend, er- 
barmlich' (cf. Schade, Wb.). 

From kel- comes the base kle-io-, kit- : Skt. grdyati ' incline, 
lean on, lay upon', Lith. szlejil 'lean against', Gk. xXiva 'bend, 
incline', OHG. hlinen, OE. hlinian 'lean', Goth. Mains ' hill' , 
hleiduma 'left', Gk. kXi'/jq 'slope; region; weather'; xXtVtr 'a 
bending, turning aside, wheeling right or left (of soldiers); region', 
jtXtror 'slope, clime', kXito?, kKitvs 'slope, declivity', OE. hlip neut. 
'slope', hleda 'seat', ON. Mid {em. 'slope, mountain-side', Mid 
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fern, 'side', hlida, hlidra 'turn aside', Dan. /d-d? 'side, region', lid, 
lide 'region, side, declivity, slope', OHG. lila 'abhang, leite', 
Lat. in-clino, clivus, etc. (cf. Schade, Wb. ; Fick, Wb. I *, 44). 

From 'bend, incline' conies 'lay over, fold; overlay, cover'. 
So in the following: OE. hlldan 'cover,' Mid 'cover, lid, door', 
ON. Mid 'door', OHG. lit 'lid', Goth. hlei\ra, Mi/a 'hut, tent', 
Gk. icXuria, 'hut', eiceicKiTo 'lay hid', Iliad V 356, Skt. vi-grdyati 
'unfold, open'. 

Of course the roots kel- and kit- are often used figuratively. 
E. g. Skt. pra-grita 'humble, modest', Lat. incllndtus 'sunken, 
fallen, deteriorated ', Olr. cloin 'crooked, unjust, wrong', etc. So 
also OE hieldan ' bend, incline, bend down,' ON. halla ' bend ' : 
'blame, censure'; Skt. grdpayaii 'cause to lean, bend': Lat. 
culpa 'failure, defect, fault', culpo 'blame, censure'; Goth, halbs 
'half, halba 'side, half, ON. half a 'side, region, land, province': 
Lith. szalberius 'deceiver, cheat', szalberiuju 'practice cheating', 
from a base kol-bho- ' sloping, slanting, crooked '. 

A base *kle-uo-, *klo-uo- 'bending, curved' is presupposed by 
OE. Mior, OS. Mior, ON. Myr 'cheek,' pre-Germ. *kleu-sd, and 
Skt. croni-§ 'buttocks, hip', Av. sraoni- 'hip', Lith. szlaunis, 
OPruss. slaunis 'thigh', Lat. clunis, Welsh clun, ON. Maun 
' buttocks', base *klou-ni-. Compare Skt. vdficali 'geht schief, 
geht krumm, wankt': OHG. wanga 'wange'; MHG. lenken 
' biegen, wenden ': OHG. Manca 'hiifte, lende'. 

The same kla- 'bend, incline' occurs in the sense 'fall, stumble, 
limp'. Compare Skt. grdvana, frond 'lame'; Lith. szlauzu 
'sneak, crawl', szliuziu 'trail, drag', szliuzes 'sledge, skate'; 
szlUbas 'limping, lame', szlubuju 'limp' (to which Goth. -Maupan 
'spring, run', OE. Meapan 'leap, dance', etc. may belong rather 
than to Lith. klupli 'kneel, stumble', etc.); Lat. claudus 'limping, 
lame ', clauded ' limp, halt, falter '. 

Similarly kel- and kit. Compare Lith. pa-szluniis 'sloping, 
precipitous ', base *kld-nu- (with which perhaps is connected Skt. 
vi-grdnayati 'giveaway', primarily 'turn away from oneself); 
ON. hallr 'slanting, sloping, crooked', pre-Germ. *kil-to-\ Goth. 
halts, OE. healt, OHG. halz, ON. haltr 'halt, lame ', haltra ' halt, 
limp ', OE. healtian ' limp ', pre-Germ. base *kol-do- ; Lith. szleju 
' lean against ', szlajus 'slanting, crooked', szleivas ' bow-legged ', 
szliv°uju ' walk bow-legged, limp '. 

It is safe therefore to identify kel- 'incline' with kel- 'cover, 
protect, conceal, hide '. Here belong among others Skt. fara-nd 
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'protecting', as neut. noun, 'protection, shelter, refuge', fdrman 
'protection, shelter, cover', Goth, hilms, OE., OHG. helm 
'helmet', OE., OS., OHG. helan ' hide, conceal ', Lat. celo, etc. 
(cf. Fick, Wb. I 4 , 44). 

These naturally produce many derived meanings. 'Protector' 
is probably the basal idea in ON. hair 'man, master, husband', 
hqldr 'hero, man, freeholder', OE h<zle\ 'man, hero', OHG. helid 
'held'. Compare OE. helm 'helmet, covering: protector, lord '. 
Similarly I should connect OE. hid/- in hldford- 'lord', hlcefdige 
'lady' with ON. hlifa, OHG. Uban 'protect, spare', Goth, hleib- 
jan 'spare, assist', Lat. clipeus 'shield', and refer all to the root 
kli- 'lean, cover, protect', which is evidentfrom ON. A/2/'shield, 
protection, defense' (cf. author, Mod. Lang. Notes, XV, 328). 

From the primary meaning 'covered' come the following color- 
words: Lat. colos, color ' outward appearance, hue, complexion, 
color, brilliancy', coloreus 'colored, variegated', colord 'color, 
tinge, color reddish or brownish ' (Fick, Wb. 1 4 , 386). The same 
ba.se*kolos-, *koles- occurs in Goth, hulistr 'covering, veil', pre- 
Germ. *k?les-lro-, OE. heluslr, heolstor' hiding-place, concealment, 
darkness', as adj. 'dark', heolstrig 'dark', pre-Germ. *kelos-tro-. 
The same development of meaning is perhaps also in Gk. <(\mv6s 
'dark, black' KiKaiv^s 'black with clouds, dark, dark-colored', 
KtKaivo-<f>ar)s 'dark-gleaming, murky', etc. (cf. Fick as above). 
Compare also Lith. szeszelis 'shadow'. 

From 'covered, sheltered' comes 'warm'. This change of 
meaning is seen in the following: OE. hleo(w) (from *hfiwa-') 
'covering, shelter, refuge, protection, protector', ge-hleow 'shel- 
tered, warm (place)', hliowe 'warm', hliewp 'covering, shelter, 
warmth', hllewan ' cover, shelter, cherish, warm ', hleowan 'become 
warm', hleoncty 'shelter', ON. hie (from *hlewa-) 'shelter, pro- 
tection', My (from *hliu(i) not *hliua) 'shelter, protection', OSw. 
lid, ON. Myr 'mild, warm', hlyja 'warm', hloa 'be warm', hlyna 
' become warm ', hlynna ' protect, aid ', Dan. lun ' covered, sheltered, 
warm', lune 'cover, protect, shelter, warm', OHG. Ido, MHG. Id 
(stem *hlewa-) ' lau '. 

JThe Germ, base hlewa- (from which hlu-na-), pre-Germ. 
*kle-uo-, is related to the base *?*/-, *k*te- in Lith. szllti ' become 
warm', szlldau 'warm, heat', sziltas 'warm', szilumd 'warmth, 
warm place', Lat. ceiled, calesco, calor, calidus (cf. J. Schmidt, 
Vok. II, 454). To these belong Lith. szilus ' August ', Skt. fardd 
'autumn', A v. sareda- NPers. sal 'year', Osset. sdrdd, sard 
'summer' (cf. author, AJP. XXI, 182). 
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In ON. hlynna 'protect, aid' occurs a development of meaning 
that is also in kel- and kli-. Thus we may explain Lith. szelpiu 
' aid, assist, promote', szelbius 'try to help oneself, Goth, hilpan, 
OE. helpan 'help', etc. So also ON. hlif 'shield, protection', 
hllfa 'protect, spare', Goth, hleibjan ' avTCKa^aveoBat, aid, assist'. 

From 'protection' come also the ideas 'safety, joy, happiness', 
etc. So in Skt. garman 'schirm, schutz, hut, heil, rettung,freude, 
gluck', farmin ' gliickselig '. This furnishes us with the ex- 
planation of the base kli- in the following: Skt. griya 'welfare, 
happiness', gri 'happiness, wealth, majesty, beauty, splendor'; 
grlka 'splendor, eminence', OE. hligan 'give a reputation for 
(wisdom), attribute to', Migsa, hhsa 'report, rumor, reputation, 
fame', OFries. Migene, hlinga 'expression, acknowledgment', 
Mia 'report, declare, acknowledge'; Skt. grlda 'giving happi- 
ness', ON. Mil 'satisfaction, sufficiency', pre-Germ. *kli-dd- 
' giving protection, joy, befriedigend', ON. Mlta 'be satisfied 
with; make use of, use', primarily, in this last sense, 'enjoy', as in 
Lat. fruor; Skt. grila 'beautiful, renowned'; grimant 'beautiful, 
magnificent, excellent', gremdn 'preeminence, magnificence'; 
grey dm 'fairer, more excellent, better', etc. The development 
here is 'protect, guard, give heed to, cherish, prize, value, 
treasure', etc. 

Of similar development is the root kl-nu-, kle--uo-, Ma- 'per- 
ceive, hear', primarily, 'turn to, give attention to, give heed to', 
as is evident from the following : Skt. grniti ' give heed to, study, 
learn, perceive, hear', gruid 'perceived, heard, mentioned, made 
known, renowned', grd§ati 'hear', giigru§ate 'wait upon, serve, 
obey' (with which compare Lith. szlusznus 'dienstfertig', szlUzbd, 
Pol. stu'zba ' service ', Lith. szluzyju 'serve', Pol. sluchac 'hear, 
obey', slu'zui 'serve', OChSl. sluga 'servant', sluziti' serve'), Skt. 
gravd' hearing, ear; sounding', grdvana 'hearing, learning, repu- 
tation, ear', grdvas 'call, sound, praise, renown; eagerness, desire', 
gravasyati 'be quick, eager', gravasyd 'quick, nimble, eager, 
desirous of praise'; ON. Midi 'attention, silence; sound, tone, 
voice, song, poem', Miod-ligr ' quietly, still', Midd-leiki 'silence', 
Miodna 'become silent', Miodr 'quiet, still, pensive', My da 'listen 
to, obey, attend to, wait upon, help', Goth. Miu]> 'attention, 
silence', OE. Meo\or 'hearing, sound, melody, song, voice, speak- 
ing', Mad 'loud'; OHG. Mosen 'listen to, harken', OS. Must 
'attentive listening', OE. Mystan, Mysnan 'listen', Mosnian 'listen 
for, listen in suspense, be astonished' ; ON. Miomr 'sound, noise', 
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klidma 'resound', Goth, hliuma 'hearing', OHG. hliumunt 
'report, renown', Skt. fromata 'reputation, renown'; frdvas 
'sound, praise', etc., Av. sravah- 'word', Gk. kKcos 'renown', 
OChS. slovo 'word', slava 'renown', Pol. stava 'honor, renown', 
Lith. szlove 'splendor, magnificence', szlovyju, szldvinu 'praise, 
laud, glorify', szlovnas 'renowned, magnificent', szlovus 'hon- 
ored', etc. 

II. 

IE. eleuo-, leuo- and its derivatives. 

This root denoted primarily a sudden or rapid separation. 
Used intransitively this would give 'spring forth, fall off, fall away, 
leave, abandon'; transitively, 'pull, cut, break, beat, excite'. 
From this primary meaning come the following: Gk. eXvrai' 
epxcrai (Hesych.), a\eia> 'remove, keep far from', aXeo/iai 'avoid, 
shun, flee, escape, neglect, a\i<o 'wander, be excited, — distracted, 
— frantic', dKar/ 'threshing-floor, garden, orchard' from *ploud- 
'free, open space', Goth, lew 'opportunity, occasion', pre-Germ. 
*leuo-m 'freeness, freedom, license', Goth, kwjan 'betray', 
ga-lewjan 'give up, betray; present, offer', Czech, leviti 'yield', 
Lett. Ijaut' admit, permit', Lith. Hdutis 'cease', OPruss. au-ldut 
'die'; ON. lyja 'beat, strike, weaken', Skt. lava 'cut, section, 
piece, drop, particle, anything cut off, hair, wool', lunfaii, lundti 
'cut, mow, cut off, pluck, tear', liini 'a cutting off', Goth, lun 
'ransom', Gk. \ia 'loose, loosen, set free', Lat. lud 'release, atone 
for, pay'; OE. leas 'devoid of, false, vain', Goth, laus 'empty, 
vain', ON. lauss 'free, loose, invalid, weak', OHG. Ids 'free, 
deprived of, loose, sportive, wanton', Goth, lausjan 'loose, de- 
liver', fra-liusan ' loose', fra-lusnan 'be lost, perish', OE. losian 
'be lost, escape, perish', los, lor 'loss, perishing', leoran 'depart, 
pass away, die', etc. (cf. Schade, Wb.; Kluge, Et. Wb.; Uhlen- 
beck, Et. Wb., Ai. Wb.; Persson, Wz. 83, 129). 

Here probably belong also Germ, lus-tu- 'looseness, sportive- 
ness, wantonness, joy, pleasure, lust', Goth, luslus, etc. (cf. Schade, 
Wb. s. v.), and ON. Ijosta 'strike'. Compare ON. lyja 'beat, 
strike'. 

Starting from a common centre the great variety of meanings 
is easily explained. And the words added below are semasio- 
logically not more remote from this centre than are the words 
usually referred to the root leu-. Such significations as 'beat' 
in ON. lyja, 'pluck' in Skt. lunati, 'ransom' in Goth, lun, 'false' 
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in OE. leas, 'die' in OPruss. au-ldul, OE. leoran could not be 
explained from each other, but become clear when derived from 
a common centre. Such is the only scientific method of expla- 
nation. Let us examine thus the roots leu-t-, leu-d-, leu-dh-, 
leu-l-, leu-r-, leu-p-, etc. That these need not be separated, as 
far as the meaning is concerned, from the simple root leu- must 
be evident to all. 

Root leu-t- : Gk. \i<r<ra <*Xurio 'rage', Arc. \cvt6s 'wild', OChSl. 
ljutu 'violent', ljull 'labor', Lith. lutis 'storm' (Prellwitz, Et. 
Wb.). These contain the idea of quick or violent motion implied 
in Skt. lunati 'tear', ON. lyja 'beat', Gk. a\ia> 'wander, be ex- 
cited, rave ', akvats 'distress, anguish '. To the same base belong 
OHG. lotar 'loose, wanton, tricky', MHG. loler, lotter 'wanton 
fellow, trickster, juggler', OE. loddere 'beggar, pauper', lodrung 
'triviality', ly\re 'base, bad', MHG. liederlich 'frivolous, light, 
dainty'. Here we have 'free, loose, wanton' (cf. Schade, Wb.; 
Kluge, Et. Wb.). Here also may belong Goth. liu\on 'sing', 
primarily 'be wanton, exult'. 

Root leu-d- : OE. lulan ' turn, bend, bow, fall ', ON. luta ' bend, 
incline', OE. lutian, OHG. luzen 'lie hid, lurk' Goth, lulon 
'deceive', Huts 'deceitful, hypocrite', OE. lot 'deceit', Lith. 
liudnas ' sad, downcast', OChSl. ludti. 'foolish', Welsh lludded 
'weariness', OHG. luzig, OS. luttic 'small', lutlil, OHG. luzzil 
'small, little, wretched', OE. lytel 'little, small', lyt 'to a slight 
degree, little' (cf. Schade, Wb. s. v. luta; Uhlenbeck, Et. Wb. s. 
v. Huts; Persson, Wz. 25). The development here is: 'fall, sink; 
cause to fall, bend, bow '. From this readily come ' stoop, crouch, 
lie hid, conceal, deceive'; 'downcast, drooping; weary; sad; 
little'. Compare also OHG. loscen 'lurk, lie hid', Dan. luske 
'slink, crawl', which may be from a base *lud-sqe-. Or they may 
equally well be referred to a base lus-qe- {-go-) from a root leu-s- 
'lurk, crawl', which may be assumed from OHG., ON., OE. lus 
'louse' primarily 'crawler', ON. lyski 'vermin', Dan. lyske 
'catch lice'. 

Root leu-dh-: Gk. Aevo-ojuai 'shall go, — come', fjkvSov 'went, 
came', eXcidepos 'free ', Osc. Itivfreis ' liberi', Goth, liudan 'grow', 
OE. leodan 'sprout, grow', ON. lodenn 'rough, hairy, over- 
grown', Skt. ridhati 'grow, mount' (cf. Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb. s. 
v.), NHG. (dial.) lodern 'grow luxuriantly', lodern 'blaze up' (cf. 
Kluge, Et. Wb. s. v.). Compare Gk. IXutcu ' goes ' (Hesych.) 
akfia 'remove', etc. 
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Root leu-l-: Skt. tblati 'move to and fro', lulita 'moving, 
fluttering, waving', Idla 'swaying, unsteady, eager, desirous', 
Czech, lulati, Serv. ljuljati 'swing, rock, lull' (Uhlenbeck, Ai. 
Wb.), Lith. liuleti 'sich geleeartig bewegen', liulys 'lubber', 
liulynas 'bog, quagmire'. 

Root ku-r- : Gk. \evp6s 'open, smooth, level, polished', \aipa 
'narrow passage', Lat. lura 'mouth of a leathern bag' (Prellwitz, 
Et. Wb.), Gk. Xvpa 'lyre', primarily ' hollow ' or 'hollow-shell', 
MHG. Ittren 'lauern', lur(e) 'lauer, hinterhalt' lure 'schlauer, 
hinterlistiger Mensch', ME. loure 'lower', lurke 'lurk', ON. lura 
'slumber', Lith. liuruju 'lurk' (loan-word?). The primary 
meaning is: 'fall away, sink, bend, crouch, lurk' as in the root 
lend- above. 

Root leu-p-: Skt. lup 'falling off, disappearance', lumpdti 
'break, injure, rob', OChSl. lupiti 'pull off, peel', Lith. lupii 
'peel', Goth, laufs 'leaf, Gk. Xum; 'pain, grief, \virea 'distress, 
annoy', etc., plainly from lu in Skt. lunftti 'cut, pluck, tear', etc. 
(Prellwitz, Et. Wb.). Compare with these the root leu-b- in Ir. 
luib 'plant' Russ. lubu, Lat. liber 'bark' delubrum 'fustis de- 
libratus' OPruss. lubbo, Lith. luba 'board', lubos 'board ceiling', 
Lett, luba 'ein Vorbau', Lith. liaube 'enclosure for geese', ON. 
laupr ' vergittertes Traggestell, Korb', OE. leap 'basket, weel 
(for catching fish), trunk' (of body), ON. lopt 'loft,' Germ, lubja- 
'a drawing plant, epispastic': Goth, lubja-leis, OHG. luppi, etc. 

In the roots leu-p-, leu-b- we find the following development : 
'remove, pull off, tear off', etc.; 'anything pulled off, leaf, bark', 
etc.; 'anything made of what is pulled off or peeled, basket, 
latticework, stick, board', etc.; 'pull up, raise, lift', etc. Compare 
also Skt. rdpdyati 'lift, raise, cultivate ', MHG. lupfen, lupfen ' lift, 
rise, move hastily', ON. lypta 'lift', lopt, Goth, luftus, OHG. luft, 
OE. lyft 'luft ' (cf. author, JGPh. II, 221 ; Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb. s. 
v. ropdyati). Here belong E. lop ' cut off, as the top or extreme 
part of anything, shorten, cut off, or remove, as superfluous parts; 
cut partly off and bend down; hang down, be pendent, lean to 
one side; let hang down', lop 'hanging down, pendent', lop ' that 
which is lopped from anything, as branches from a tree '. 

Root leu-bh-: Skt. Itibhyati 'wander, be excited, be eager, 
desire', lobhayali 'confuse, excite, arouse', Lat. lubldo 'desire, 
lust', Goth, liufs 'dear, beloved', ga-laufs 'valued' us-laubjan 
' allow', ga-laubjan 'believe', etc. We have here 'depart from, 
be excited, be eager', etc., and 'yield to, permit, admit, believe'.

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Compare Gk. a\ia 'wander, be excited', Czech, leviti 'yield', 
Lett. Ijaut 1, admit, permit, allow', Goth, lew ' opportunity ', Lith. 
li&utis 'cease', liauba 'cessation'. For meaning compare Lat. 
cedo ' go, go away ; yield to, grant, permit, allow '. 

The idea of ' desire ' developed from that of ' quick, excited 
motion, eagerness'. So OHG. Ids 'frei; frohlich, mutwillig ; 
leichtfertig', MHG. lose 'leichtfertig; lieblich', Idsen 'los sein, 
frohlich, freundlich sein', lust 'freude, vergniigen; verlangen, 
begierde', Goth, lustus, etc.; Skt. lolati 'move to and fro', lola 
' swaying, unsteady, eager, desirous '. Compare Gk. a~rrepx a > ' drive, 
hasten', Skt. sprhayali 'strive for, desire eagerly'; Skt. cbpati 
'move, stir', kupyati 'be excited, boil', Lat. cupid; and many 
others. 

Root leu-g- 'pull off, break, tear; pull, bend, twist, writhe, 
suffer; twist, twine, tie, bind, enclose': Lith. Iduziu 'break', 
Russ. luznutl 'strike, thrust', Gk. \vylfa 'bend, twist, writhe, 
struggle, suffer', \vyos 'pliant twig', \vy6a 'overcome', \vyp6s, 
\evya\eos 'sad, wretched', Lat. luctor 'struggle, wrestle', luged 
'mourn', luctus 'sorrow, lamentation', ON. lykna 'bend the 
knees', OHG. liohhan 'pull, scuffle', Goth, us-lukan 'draw out, 
open', ga-lukan ('draw together'), 'enclose, shut in', OE. lucan 
'pull up; intertwine, confine, close', etc. Compare OE. wrfyan 
'twist: bind', wra\ 'angry, harsh, grievous'; teon 'draw, pull': 
tlegan 'connect, tie'. (Cf. on this group Prellwitz, Et. Wb. s. v. 
Xvytfu, \evya\eos; Schade, Wb. s. v. luhhan; Kluge, Et. Wb. s. v. 
Loch, Locke ; Uhlenbeck, Et. Wb. s. v. galukan ; Ai. Wb. s. v. 
rujdti; author, JGPh. II, 224 f.) These words certainly need 
not be separated, on account of their meaning, from Skt. lunati 
'cut off, pluck, tear', ON. lyja 'beat, strike'. 

Root leu-gh- : Olr. logaissi ' mendacii ', follugaim ' conceal ' 
(from *vo-lugo), OChSl. lugati 'lie', Goth, liugan 'liigen', etc. 
(Uhlenbeck, Et. Wb.). We may assume here the same develop- 
ment in meaning as in the root leud- above. Compare OE. log\or 
'wily, clever', Lith. lugnas 'pliant, yielding', liugas 'marsh', 
i. e., 'bending, yielding ground' (compare liulynas 'bog', liunas 
'marsh'), liunginu 'wag the tail, caress', lunguriu 'wag the tail, 
fawn upon', Dan. logre ' wedeln, schwanzeln, (vor einem) kriechen', 
OHG. lucchen, lockdn, ON. lokka, Dan. lokke 'locken', OE. 
loccian 'entice, soothe', MHG. loger, locker, lilcke 'locker'. (Cf. 
Persson, Wz. 25, where the roots leu-gh-, leu-d-, leu-s- are com- 
pared; and Noreen, Urgerm-Lautl. 156, where liigen and locken 
are combined.) 
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On this connection compare Skt. luna 'tail': Lith. liunas 
'marsh': ON. laun 'secrecy, secret', Dan. few- 'secret', i-fan 
'secretly, stealthily'. The common meaning here is 'bend', 
'sway' — a meaning which appears in many of the secondary roots 
derived from leu-. It is therefore not necessary to refer ON. 
laun 'secrecy', leyna 'conceal' to the root leu-gh-. 

The root leu-gh- or leu-gh- occurs in Goth. Hug an 'marry', 
liuga 'marriage', Ir. luige 'oath', OHG. ur-liugi 'war' (cf. 
Uhlenbeck, Et. Wb. s. v. liugan 'heiraten'). The underlying 
meaning here is 'bind', which developed as in the root leu-g- 
(cf. author, JGPh. II, 224). Or else the development is 'yield 
to, agree to, promise' as in the root leu-bh-: OHG. lobdn, loben 
'approve, praise, promise', gi-lobon 'geloben', gilubida 'Ge- 
liibde', MHG. verloben 'geloben, verloben, vermahlen'. 

Root leu-q-: Skt. liiftcati 'pull, pluck, tear off, hull, shell', 
OPrus. lunkan, Lith. lunkas, Let. Inks, OChSl. lyko 'inner bark, 
bast', OPrus. luckis, NSlov. luf'piece of wood', Serv. lu?, Russ. 
luca 'rosin' (cf. Berneker, Preus. Spr. 305), Lith. luksziinu 'shell, 
hull, husk', Skt. luk 'falling off, disappearance', lokd ' open place, 
space, world ', Lith. laiikas ' field ', Lat. lucus ' grove ', OHG. loh 
' overgrown clearing ', OE. leak 'meadow, field', E. lea (cf. Schade, 
Wb. s. v. loh). This entire group is from the base leu-qo-, lu-qo- 
' pulling, plucking, clearing; pulled, plucked, cleared'. It is from 
this passive use that the wide-spread IE. root leuq- 'be clear, 
bright, shine' developed: Lith. laiikas 'bald-faced' (of cattle), 
Gk. XevKos 'bright, clear, light' Skt. rokd ' brightness, light', Lat. 
lux, Goth. lluha]>, OHG. lioht 'light', loug, MHG. louc, lohe 
'flame, blaze', etc. (cf. Prellwitz, Et. Wb. s. v. \cvk6s ; Kluge, Et. 
Wb. s. v. Licht, Lohe ; Uhlenbeck, Ai. Wb. s. v. lokds, rokds, etc.) 

The development 'pull, pluck, clear; fall away, become clear' 
occurs in other derivatives of the root, leu-. Compare Skt. Idva 
'cut, section, anything cut off', lava 'cutting, plucking': Gk. aXcai} 
'clear open space, garden, field' (cf. Prellwitz, Et. Wb. s. v.), 
Goth, lew 'opportunity' (v. supra), Lat. levis 'smooth, beardless, 
rubbed smooth', Gk. Xeloc<*leu-io-s 'smooth, level, even, pol- 
ished', \cv-p6-s 'smooth, level, even, polished'. 

Closely connected with 'clear, smooth' is the development 
'clear, free' as in Gk. \va> 'loose, free', Goth. Ian 'ransom', OHG. 
Ids 'loose, free', Gk. eXciOcpos 'free'.
